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SUPREME COURT PROTECTS RIGHTS 
OF LOS ANGELES VOTERS 


I 
A great main peo ple who are jealo us o f the 
rights o f citizens were disturbed and alarmed 
at the* attitude that was taken in Lo s A n cro 
co unty by certain interests and the co urts, even 
suppo rted by a judge, in apparently attempting 
to disfranchise tho usands who lesale, practically 
witho ut a hearing o r witho ut service o f papers. 
A cam we want to emphasize o ur gratitude 
fo r living under a co nstitutio n that is interpret­ 
ed by able and co nscientio us judges in the su- ; 
prenie co urt, who , when they had the mat it . 
befo re them, issued a restraining o rdt ? against j 
this actio n in Lo s Angeles co unty, and J ustice 
Lfltido n o f the supreme co urt delivered himself 
o f co mment o n it. which we ah sho uld read, in 
co nsideratio n o f such infringement upo n per­ 
so nal rights. 
He said: 
It o utrages every principle o f justice and 
fair pla\. 
In brie*i. it attempts to cut o ff 
the co nstitutio nal rights to vo te o f o ver 


24.000 defendants, witho ut perso nal service - 
o f any kind, and upo n a purpo rted service 
bv publicatio n o f this mass o f names, v ith- 
o ut addresses and no t even in alphabetical 
o rder o n a single o ccasio n in a newspaper 
o f so me 1500 circulatio n. 
Ho wever pure and patrio tic the mo tives 
behind it the pro ceeding # ho uld never have 
been co mmenced. 
It sho uld have been 
stayed immediately by this co urt o n appli­ 
catio n fo r an alternative writ o f pro hibitio n 
in acco rdance with the unifo rm pro cesses o f 
this co urt. 
Perempto ry writ o f pro hibitio n sho uld 
no w issue restraining all further activities 
m the respo ndent co urt in this matter and 
all o thers hereto fo re, sho uld be annulled,

2. To extend this right to co ver lands 
to he used to r reservo ir purpo ses, as well 
as lands to be used fo r rights o f way. 
The recent develo pment o f the state, es­ 
pecially in the way o f water reso urces, has

o r co unties o r cities, sho uld have the right, 
when lands are required fo r rights o f way 
such as ro ads and highways, to take im­ 
mediate po ssessio n upo n payment into co urt 
o f the amo unt fixed by the judge to co ver 
any award bv the jury as the value o f the 
land. 
This same autho rity, so far as co n­ 
cerns land fo r rights o f way, also no w ex­ 
ists in the case o f irrigatio n, drainage, levee 
and reclamatio n districts. 
The reaso ns fo r this po licy are o bvio us 
I'nles# the state highway autho rities, o r 
the co unty o r city. co uld take po ssessio n, 
upo n payment into co urt o f the amo unt 
fixed 
as co mpensatio n, o f pro perty re­ 
quired fo r highways, ro ads o r streets, pri­ 
vate pro perty o wners co uld ho ld up fo r 
year? the co nstructio n o f o ur highways. 
Since the so vereign agency must be en­ 
titled to eventually o btain 
the 
required 
pro perty, it has lo ng l>een reco gnized that 
the practical and sensible thing was to al­ 
lo w the public agency to take po ssessio n 
at o nce so that co nstructio n w'o rk and de­ 
v elo p m en t wo uld no t h e delayed. 
With the increased need fo r co nserving 
and utilizing o ur water reso urces this same 
autho rity is fo und necessary in so far as 
applies to lands fo r reservo ir sites.
